Ike Signs 
Bill To Cut 
Secrecy 


But Says Some 
Still Necessary 


Washington (Æi — President 
Fhsenhower signed into law 
Tuesday a b ill aimed at elim­ 
inating unneeded government 
secrecy. But he still insisted 
the government can 
k e e p 
‘‘appropriate information or 
papers 
confidential 
in

pub lic interest” from the pub ­ 
lic. 
In a statement issued at 
the White House the President 
said: 
“In its consideration of this 
legislation the Congress has 
recognized that the decision 
making 
and 
investigative 
processes must b e protected. 
It is also clear from the leg­ 
islative history of the b ill that 
it is not intended to, and in­ 
deed could not, alter the ex ­ 
isting power of the head of 
an ex ecutive department to 
keep appropriate information 
or papers^ confidential in the 
pub lic interest. This power 
in the ex ecutive b ranch is 
inherent under the constitu­ 
tion.”

Governor Takes Over 


Gov . Victor E. Anderson is to be con­ 
gratu lated for his decision to assu m e ju ris­ 
diction in m atters inv olv ing relationships 
between the United States Labor D epart­ 
ment and state agencies. A great deal of 
grief and N ebraska’s good nam e w ill be sal­ 
v aged from this mov e. 
The decision took not ju st a small amou nt 
of cou rage.

We m ake no effort to determine what 
the rights of the AGC are bu t we do main­ 
tain that they hav e no right to represent 
any segment of Nebraska gov ernment. They 
are ou t of place and ou t of line when doing 
so and heads of state agencies who perm it 
it are doing a disserv ice. 
It is commendable that Anderson h a s 
taken action to see to it that state agencies 
cannot become the tool of any special in­ 
terests in m atters before the Labor D epart­ 
ment. We are confident that when the gov ­ 
ernor has an issu e to take before the depart­ 
ment, he will do it with the aid of state offi­ 
cials inv olv ed, not with the assistance of 
special interests and not by carelessly blast­ 
ing away in pu blic against the hand he hopes 
will feed him throu gh fu tu re pu blic works 
program s.

Althou gh this week ’s Coaching School is my 1st su ch 
affair in N ebrask a, I’ve attended m any of them in the past. 
I have always wondered abou t one thing, and I pu t the 
q u estion to Blanton Collier, Kentu ck y grid coach and 
gu est lectu rer here. 
“ Why are you coaches so ready to seemingly give away 
all you r secrets in these clinics?” 
Vctu ally, of cou rse, any opponent probably has most 
of Collier’s Kentu ck y plays, or can get them by viewing 
films. .Nevertheless, Collier Is spreading his “ drive series” 
style of offense arou nd the cou ntry (this is his 4th clinic 
of the su m m er), and that will eventu ally m ak e it tou gher 
for him. 
Bu t that’s all right with Collier, and I im agine his 
reasoning is the sam e as most coaches. Collier figu res that 
every time he gives something away, he’ll have to come 
u p with something new. 
Coaching clinics are a method of k eeping him from 
letting his system stagnate. It has to k eep progressing 
and developing. 
Also, Collier feels, that he learns from the clinics, loo. 
Any lim e you spend a few days talk ing football with new 
people, you ’re bou nd to pick u p something new. 
Psychology plays a big role In the Kentu ck y “ drive” 
offense. For instance, there is really no difference between 
the “ drive series” and the “ belly series.” Bu t Collier lik es 
the more descriptive term of driving football. 
Collier is also an advocate of the im portance of the 
eyes, and look ing at what you are doing, in football. 
For instance, most q u arterback s start to m ak e their 
pivot, then look for the back to hand off the ball. Bu t Col­ 
lier’s q u arterback s are tau ght to tu rn their head and 
shou lders and look directly at the back . The feet will fol­ 
low the norm al tu rn of the body, and the chance pf a 
fu mble or mistak e is lessened. Similarly, block ers are 
told to k eep their eye directly on their intended victim, etc. 
It sou nds right, as Collier explains it.

Once-A’Year Shot For 
Hay Fever 'Effective 


By Patricia McPorinack 
New York (U PI)—Dr. Mary Loveless of Cornell Uni­ 
versity Medical Center h as come up with an experimental 
once-a-year sh ot for h ay fever sufferers th at h as been de­ 
scribed as 98% effective. 
— 
It differs from conventional 
anti-h ay fever sh ots on two 
counts: 
—It IS made of mincial oil 
and ragweed extract. (Sh ots 
now used are made of a water 
base and extract.) 
Only one sh ot is required 
annually, compared to from 
1.5 to 70 of th e old-type injec­ 
tions. 
Th e scientist cautioned th at 
th e medication still was con­ 
sidered experimental, and not 
generally available, but h ad 


been us(d effectively on h un- 
dretls of patients in 5 univer­ 
sity medical centers. 


Dr. l.oveless, wh o h as been 
working on th e Jumbo sh ot for 
12 years, explained th at min­ 
eral oil was absorbed much 
more slowly th an water in th e 
h uman system. 


Th is difference, sh e added, 
was wh y one of th e jumbo 
sh ots, given 3 month s before 
exposure to ragweed, packed 
a punch th at lasted th rough 
th e h av fe\er season.
